H E King has commanded me to acquaint your 

Royal Highneſs, that His Majeſty moſt heartily 
rejoyces at the ſafe Delivery of the Princeſs, 
but that your carrying away her Royal High- 
neſs from Hampton-Conrt the then Reſidence 
of the King, the Queen and Royal Family, 
under the Pains and certain Indications of im- 
mediate Labour, to the imminent danger and 
hazard of the Princeſs and her Child, and after ſufficient warn- 
ings for a Week before to have made the neceſſary Preparations 
for that happy Event, without acquainting his Majeſty or Queen, 
with the circumſtances the Princeſs was in, or giving them the 
leaſt notice of your Departure, and the Occaſion of it, is looked 
upon by the King to be ſuch a deliberate Indignity offer'd to him- 
ſelf and to the Queen, that he has commanded me to acquaint: 
your Royal Highneſs, that he reſents it to the higheſt Degree. 


COPY of a Tranſlation of his Highneſs's Letter in 
French to the King in Anſwer to che above Meſlage, 


SIX, 


T is with all the Concern imaginable that I find by the 
1 Meſſage which my Lord Efex has brought me, that my 
coming to London with the Princeſs has been unfortunately the 
Cauſe of my diſpleaſing Your Majeſty. Give me leave, Sir, to re- 
monſtrate to You, that in the preſſing Exigency I was under on 
Sunday, without a Midwife, or any other Aſſiſtanee, it was im- 
poſſible for me to ſtay a Moment longer, or otherwiſe I had not 
fail'd in Perſon to have acquainted Your Majeſty of it: And tho 
the utmoſt Expedition that was poſſible had been uſed, it would 
have been impoſſible to have had Mrs. Cannon till two or three 
Hours after the Birth of the Child, as the Princeſs had been afflict- 
ed with the Cholick for ſeveral Days. Mrs. Cannon and the 


Doctors Hollings and Broxholm were frequently conſulted, all 


of whom aſſured me that ſhe was not ſo near her Time, and even 
on Sunday Noon the Phylicians were all of the ſame Opinion, 
but advisd that in caſe ſhe had Pains different from thoſe of the 
Cholick, that it was proper to give her a Cordial, and to bring 
her to Town as ſoon as could be. This I follow'd exactly, and 
am exceedingly grieved, that a Caſe ſhould happen where my 
tenderneſs for the Princeſs ſhould remove for a Moment what 
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otherwiſe is always firſt in my Thoughts, that is, my Devotion 
to Your Majeſty ; beſides, if I durſt ſay it, the Princeſs carneſtly 
preſs'd me to bring her to London, where every kind of Aſſiſtance 
was nearer to her, which Requeſt I could not reſiſt, for I ſhould 
never have forgiven my ſelf, if in the Conſequence of my Refu- 
ſal, any Accident had happen'd to her. I hope all this will affect 
Your Majeſty, and that you will permit me to lay my ſelf at Your 
Feet to-morrow at your Levee, which I ſhould not have fail'd 
doing on Monday laft, if the Queen had not commanded me not 
to do it ; and the only Reaſon which now hinders my doing it, is 
the fear of offending Your Majeſty by appearing before You, without 
previouſly taking the Liberty of diſcovering the true and only 
Motive of that Step which has offended You.

STR, 


V / IL L You give me leave in the humbleſt manner, to men- 

tion the Grief I feel at my receiving laſt Night a denial 
of the Requeſt I had made of paying my Duty to Your Mijeſty 
this Day. It is impoſſible to expreſs how much I ſuffer in being 
deprived of this Honour, and in ſeeing my ſelf out of Your Ma- 
jeſty's Favour. If any thing could comfort me under ſuch a Mif- 
fortune, it would be the Innocence of my Intentions, which I beg 


Your Majeſty to believe were never to offend You. I do not take 
the Liberty of repeating the Reafons which induced me to quit 


Hampton-Court ſo ſuddenly. But I flatter my felf Your Majeſty 
will the more eaſily grant me the forgivencſs I intreat for, if You 
will deliberate upon the Circumſtances I was under with the 
Princeſs, at a Juncture that was not proper for me to uſe any delay, 
not even for a ſingle Moment. I therefore preſume earneſtly to 
conjure Your Majeſty to reftore me to your Favour, and to permit 
me to pay. my Duty to You to-morrow at Your Levee; till then I 


ſhall not be at Eaſe.

Lord Dunmore. 


T being now near three Weeks ſince the Princeſs was brought 
| to Bed, His Majeſty hopes there can be no Inconvenience 
to the Princeſs, if Monday the 29th Inſtant be appointed for Bap- 
tizing the Princeſs his Grand-Daughter ; and having determin'd 
that His Majeſty, the Queen, and the Ducheſs Dowager of Saue- 
Gotha ſhall be the Godfather and Godmothers, will fend His 
Lord Chamberlain to repreſent Himſelf, and one of the Ladies 
of the Bed-Chamber to repreſent the Queen, and deſires the 
Princeſs will order one of the I. adies of her Bed-Chamber to 
ſtand for the Ducheſs Dowager of Saxe- Gotha, and the King 
will ſend the Archbiſhop of Canterbury to attend and perform

ſhall be ſtrictly purſued, I ſhould think my ſelf extreamly hap- 

py, if I durſt now lay my ſelf at Your Feet; nothing elſe could 
hinder me from doing it, but Your Majeſty's Orders to the con- 
trary. To be deprived of Your Good Opinion, is of all Things 
the moſt grievous to me, who not only reverence You, but if 

I durſt uſe ſo familiar an Expreſſion, likewiſe moſt tenderly love 

You. Will Your Majeſty permit me once more moſt humbly to 

beg You to forgive a Fault which was altogether undeſigned, 

and to permit me again to pay my court to You to- morrow at 

Your Levee? I preſume earneſtly to conjure You to grant mo 

this Requeſt, as what alone can reſtore my Peace.
